Premier Benito Mussolini's order 
for “civilian mobilization” of all 
industry, issued yesterday, was fol- 
lowed by orders closing all schools 
from Dec. 15 to Feb. 15, 1943 to 
facilitate the evacuation of children 
from danger areas and to save fuel. 

Tourists were ordered out of 
hotels at winter resorts in the 
Dolomite and Appennine mountain 
{areas, to make room for children, 
women and aged persons evacuated 
from industrial cities. 

Perhaps to prevent workers from 
‘running away from their jobs in 
air raid target areas, the state- 
controlled railroads announced that 
no tickets would be sold without 
special travel permits. 

The government stopped the sale 
of window glass, prices of which 
had increased tremendously. 

All ministerial offices, except 
those of the armed services, were 
ordered to close at 5 p.m. to save 
electric current and fuel.

Lord Halifax says Hitler's greatest 
“worry” is the unity of the Allied nations, 
and that every trick in the Nazi bag is be- 
ing used to sow dissension among them. 

No one is in better position to judge, 
and the warning is one to which people in 
all the United nations should pay atten- 
tion. Particular attention now that the 
turning point in the struggle appears to 
have been reached and ultimate victory 
can be counted on with some assurance.

The danger is greater 
now, and will grow as confidence increases 
that we are on the winning side.

Goebbels and Gayda and their 
brood of propagandists, agents and spies 
will be happy to point out any number of 
subjects about which the United peoples 
might fall to squabbling. 

It is a good time for the people of each 
Allied country to remember that they are 

not fighting to revamp the others, but to 
bring the Axis powers to time.

Pay as We Go? 


At the annual meeting of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, held yesterday in 
Toronto, it was shown that the assets of 
the Bank now stand at $886,660,000, an 
increase over last year of $125,253,000. 
The quick assets are 70.79 per cent of the 
liabilities to the public. Profits for the 
year were $2,936,053, after providing 
$1,830,858 for Dominion taxes. Dividends 
aggregating $2,250,000 were provided, and 
$77,000 carried forward to profit and loss. 

In his address the President, Mr. §. 
H. Logan, dealt with the war situation, 
calling attention particularly to some as- 
pects of the methods adopted to finance 
Canada’s program. Of special interest is 
his recommendation that a change be 
made in the income tax system, to bring 
this in line with what is known in the Un- 
ited States as the Rum! plan. 

When the budget was brought down at 
Ottawa last June income taxes were sharp- 
ly increased, the increase being made re- 
troactive to the first of the year. But col- 
lection of the taxes did not commence un- 
til September. It will thus be September 
of next year before the taxpayer has com- 
pleted his payments on 1942 income. The 
taxpayer, so to speak, is always eight 
months in arrear. 

The proposal is that this indebtedness 
be simply written off, everybody allowed 
to start from “scratch’’, and income taxes 
paid during the year in which the income 
is earned. This, it is suggested should ap- 
ply to individuals only, not to corporations. 

Several advantages are claimed for the 
plan. One obvious advantage is that the 
taxpayer would know that he was on a 
pay-as-you-go basis, and would have no 
further tax worries on account of income 
earned, and spent, in the past. That of it- 
self ts sufficient to recommend the pro- 
posal to a careful study by the Minister of 
Finance,

Idle Manpower 


From the federal-provineial conference 
at Ottawa comes a proposal that prisoners 
of war be allowed to work on farms. This 
is being done in England, and it is under- 
stood that a lot of Benito’s former soldiers 
are now helping with farm jobs in Aus- 


tralia. 

The suggestion arose because farm 
labor is already scarce while the call is for 
more bacon, eggs, cheese and other food 
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products for Britain. Farmer opinion 
seems to be positive that production can- 
not be greatly expanded unless the labor 
supply is enlarged in one way or another. 

That anything will come of the pro- 
posal may be doubted. If anything does 
come of it, there will have to be a radical 
change in both Government policy and 
public opinion. Hitherto we have treated 
prisoneys of war as non-paying guests, 
providing them with food, clothing and 
shelter,’ and leaving them to idle away 
their time in internment camps. And that 
appears to be what the public wanted done 
with them. 

Treatment of the Japanese in British 
Columbia illustrates the point. These were 
not even prisoners of war, and the great 
majority of them were Canadian citizens. 
When for reasons of safety they were be- 
ing cleared out of the coastal area, it was 
found that they were not wanted any- 
where, either as workers or as idlers. 

However understandable that attitude 
is, the practical results are aparent. Work 
stopped on the extension of the Jasper 
Highway to Blue River because the Jap- 
anese laborers had to be removed. Fruit 
rotted in B.C. orchards for lack of pickers, 
There is a scarcity of building material all 
over the west because men cannot be got to 
cut timber in the British Columbia forests, 
which the Japs could do and would do if al- 
lowed. 

If these non-prisoners, in majority 
Canadian citizens, had to be segregated in 
remote places and supported without 
work, the prospect of public opinion agree- 
ing to the employment of German and 
Italian prisoners on farms is not bright. 

But the subject thus raised is deserv- 
ing of candid consideration. Because while 
Canada is facing a manpower crisis, on 
farms and elsewhere, there is a great re- 
servoir of idle manpower in the internment 
camps, which it might be possible to em- 
ploy safely at something useful some- 
where.

We gladly submit to such 
temporary sacrifices because the 
alternative is having them imposed 
upon us permanently by brutal 
foreign taskmasters. But never let 
us lose sight of the end in view, 
which is freedom itself. Nor let us 
forget that on the shoulders of free 
enterprise stand those other free- 
doms that make up democracy— 
freedom of conscience, freedom of 
speech, freedom of labour, and 
equality before the law.”

_ Horse Judging 
Education Is 
Advocated Here 


Peak of the horse population in 
Canada was reached in 1920, fol- 
lowed by a large decrease, then a 
slight upswing the past few years, 
Prof. J. W. G. McEwan of the 
University of Saskatchewan, told 
members of the Alberta Provin- 
cial Horse Breeders’ Association 
at the Wednesday morning sess- 
ion of a two-day meeting in the 
Civic Block council chamber. 

A system of education in horse 
judging was advocated by Dr. P. R 
Talbot, provincial veterinarian, who 
explained the horse policies of the 
provincial government. Dr. Talbot 
pointed out that in Vancouver and 
Saskatoon, judges must give rea- 
sons for their decisions, a 
that helps the public to learn good 
horses. 

“Judges must give frank opinions 
They must be influenced by the 
horse, not its owner,” he said
